Thera ara fragmentary reporta of the sanding of Soviet technical material 
to Albania* 

It ia known that this material is arriving continuously, but thara ara no 
details concerning it. 

During the past months of Mb and Karsh there arrived in Albania, serosa 
Yugoslavia, various heavy material. Thara were observed some military convoys, 
each composed of -about 30 motor vehicles transport ng material contained in 
largo boxes, the contents of which one has not yet been able to ascertain. 

The greater part of the above materiel was to Aibasan, following the 
route i Qostlvar - Debar - KLbasan. 

Two or three convoys, however, moved along the following route i Qostlvar - 
Debar - Strugs - Korltsa, also carrying large boxes containing heavy materlal R . 
It was also reported on this occasion that the convoys were transporting

At these 
headquarters there are always observed sons "’ovist officers, the highest ak 
rank of which is a colonel. 

In the barracks located on the outskirts of the city there are lofgsd the 
units of the ^vision, namely: 

- a battalion of automatic weapons, 

• a company of engineers, 

- a mountain battery, 

• a battery of heavy mortars, 

- an antia reraft battery, 

- a platoon of transports, 

• a medical platoon, 

- an anti gam platoon, 

- a platoon for logistic services* 


In addition, the following is also lodged in the barracks:

The Regiment is made up of 3 rifle battalions, in addition to regimental 
units. The 3 battalions are stationed near the regimental headquarters, except 
in the summer months, during which they ere transferred to the military proving 
grounds, located In a mountainous none about 2$ km from tbs city.

In addition to headquarters units, the regiment consists of 3 groups of 
artillery, one of which is a mountain group equipped with Russian phase pieces 
of 76 am. Ths latter is stationed near the rifle battalion at Del vino. The 
other 2 groups, on* a field artillery group and the other a 105 ran howitzer 
group, are strt i ned near the regimental command at ^rgl roc astro. 

Note! All the units of the division mt are of r ther reduced strength, so 
that the regiments do not exceed 800 man.

South- vest of this (A) main entrance at about 20 asters distance there is 
building # 1, vith dimensions 3X2X3 a, built of stones and coverd vith tiles and 
share the sent rye of the depot are sheltered* 

At 4 meters distance north of building # 1, there is building # 2 vith 4X3X3 a, built 
of stones * covered vith tiles and used as office place of the depot, 25X1 

Betveen buildin g s # 1 and 2 is entrance or gate (B) of the depot. 

Vast of building # 2 partly adjacent to it is building # 3 

built of stones, covered vith tiles and used as warehouse for fuel barrels. 

South of building # 3 also partly adjacent and similar to it there is another one 
used for the sane purpode, This is building # 4 east of which is a similar building 
# 5 also used for the sane purpose.
